No more touching picture ever has been 
recorded in human annals than the picture 
which Gladstone presented in the last Par- 
liamentary session of 1893-04.

for three months of fighting. He kept the

To Gladstone is due the credit of having 
established the postal savings bank system 
in England. This act alone would make his

It was when 
he was Chancellor of the Exchequer that his 
attention was called to the project. Investi- 
gation soon satisfied the far-seeing states- 
man of the advantages that would accrue 
to the masses by such a system, and he began 
at once energetically to urge the passage 
of a bill through nt establishing 
the postal savings bank system in Great 
Britain. In this he succeeded in 1861, and 
so complete was the measure he had drafted 
and so wide its scope that from then until 
now few changes have been found necessary.

This was cold comfort for the Americans 
trying to put down the rebellion. After the 
war ended, however, Gladstone recanted his 
former belief, though he did not give up his 
admiration for Jefferson Davis. It was 
Gladstone's government that carried out 
the Washington treaty by which the British 
government paid the United States $15,000,- 
000 for damage done by English built cruisers 
during the war. 

In later years Gladstone's frank expres- 
sions of admiration of the people and insti- 
tutions of the United States have provoked 
criticisms in England. In his essay, Kin 
Beyond the Sea,“ he has called the Senate of 
the United States the most remarkable of 
all the inventions of modern politics, and the 
American constitution “the most wonder- 
ful work éver struck off at a given time by 
the brain and purpose of man.“ of 
the future of the United States he says:

the morning of Thursday, May 12, and 
the Iowa advanced close inshore to recon- 
noiter the Spanish fortifications. It was 
greeted with a shot from Morro Fort and 
at once responded with a shell that took the 
old castle squarely in the center, knock- 
ing a great hole in the wall. It was then 
5:15 o'clock. The rest of the squadron then 
began firing and the engagement became 
general, When they had finished, the cen- 
ter of the Morro was almost blown away, 
the other fortifications were irreparably in- 


the town in the rear, and the American ves- 
sels were uninjured. The Frenchmen testi- 
fy that the aim of the Americans was gen- 
erally accurate, while that of the Span- 
iards was inferior. 

Masses of masonry were repeatedly blown 
skyward by our shells. Some of the shells, 
however, owing to the fog and smoke, went 


they “crashed straight through rows of 
buildings and exploded, killing hundreds of 
citizens.”” Another stray shell exploded 
within a few hundred feet of the French 
vessel, but did no damage. Fragments of 
another struck the Commandante's resi- 
dence, near the fortifications, badly damag- 
ing it. Shortly after 8 o'clock the squadron 
withdrew, with the exception of the monitor 
Terror, which remained firing for fully 
twenty minutes afterward. If chr vessels 
were damaged it was not visible to the 
Frenchmen. 

This account is opportunely reinforced 
with that of our own vessel, the Mont- 
gomery, which stopped at St. Thomas to 
coal last Saturday. .The Montgomery suf- 
fered no injury, but its men believed that 
one man was killed on the New York and 
seven or eight were injured on the whole 
fleet. The men reported that there was no 
intention at first of firing on the fortifica- 
tions. The Iawa was sent to the mouth 
of the harbér to see if the Spanish armada 
was inside. The Morro gunners opened 
the ball themselves and drew down their 
own destruction upon théir heads. Admiral 
Sampson then ordered the fleet to join in 
the firing until the Spanish guns were 
silenced. At the end of three hours the 
Spaniards had had enough and the gallant 
Americans had given another impressive 
lesson in the science of naval marksman- 
ship. There was no need of wasting am- 
munition after these ends had been attained 
and Admiral Sampson withdrew to con- 
tinue his search for the hostile fleet which 
was his real quest. 

Such is an unbiased neutral’s account of 
the engagement which the Captain General 
of Puerto Rico is said to have reported to 
the Madrid government as an inconse- 
quential affair in which Spain had suffered 
no serious damage and in which the Ameri- 
can fleet had been driven away by Spanish 
skill and prowess. If the Madrid govern- 
ment, acting on such lying advices, should 
direct Cervera and his armada td go to 
San Juan and depend on the assistance of 
the land batteries there, it would learn of its 
mistake in a thoroughly impressive style.

DEMNED cluded its labors last week 
CONVENTION, after a session extending

BRYAN’S BID FOR POPULARITY. 

William J. Bryan has been authorized 
by the Governor of Nebraska to raise a reg- 
iment of volunteers. Mf. Bryan will be- 
gin recruiting at once and says that he 
thinks he will have no difficulty in getting 
1,600 healthy, able-bodied young men to 
serve under him, not as home guards but 
where Spanish bullets are flying. Mr. Bry- 
an was commissioned at his own request. 
He states that while he has had no military 
training he feels that it is his duty to do 
something for his country. He announces 
that “I desire to see service, and shall lead 
the regiment if the rules will permit one 
without military service to do so. I will 
claim the right under the circumstances, 
and of course expect some consideration 
will be shown me.“ 
The personal friends ot the new aspirant 
for military honors unite in repudiating the 
report that the deal is merely for political 
effect. As a rule it is impossible to state

It may be that Mr. Bryan is governed by a 
patriotic desire to do his country some serv- 
ice in the field. He may think that he will 
‘be the best recruiting officer there is in 
Nebraska.

William Ewart Gladstone. 

Gladstone is dead. These three words con- 
vey to a larger number of people a profound 
sense of common and individual loss than 
could the death of any other man who has 
been identified with the history of the last 
half of the nineteenth century. No other 
has ieft his name so deeply engraven upon 
the history of his own times and country 
during the period in which he lived, as he 
whose career has just closed—a career dis- 
tinguished for its splendid achievements in 
scholarship, in literature, in oratory, and in 
statesmanship. It was by what he accom- 
plished in these several departments of hu- 
man effort and by the exalted personal 
character which he maintained throughout 
his whole public life that Mr. Gladstone won, 
by common consent of his own people and 
the most enlightened nations of the world, 
the title ot The Grand Old Man of Eng- 
land—a distinction as creditable to his coun- 
try as it was to himself. Now that his splen- 
did career is ended, with the voice ef parti- 
san criticism and malevolence hushed, there 
will arise from the English nation a univer- 
gal acclaim of eulogy upon the character 
and public services of one who has accom- 
plished so much for his country and his race. 

Though not always consistent in his view 
and position on questions of public policy, 
Mr. Gladstone’s public career was regarded 
as in the highest and best sense a model 
for the admiration of the English nation 
and the emulation of its statesmen. Born 
in the same year with our own grandest 
patriot and statesman of the present 
century, Abraham Lincoln, they entered 
public life in the same year (1832)—Lincoln 
as the unsuccessful candidate for a seat in 
the Legislature of his State and Gladstone 
as a successful candidate for the English 
Parliament. As the son of a successful 
Liverpool merchant, Gladstone possessed 


| faithfully improved as a student in the 
historic schools of Eton and Christ Church 
College, Oxford, graduating from the latter 
with the highest honors in 1831. The rank 
he had already taken is indicated in his 
election to the English House of Commons 
the following year, at the age of 23 years, be- 
ginning a public and official career which was 
continued without interruption (except for 
a short period in 1846-’47) up to his final re- 
tirement from public Ute as a member of 
Parliament and Premier of the British Em- 


entéred Parliament three years earlier than 
the late Charles P. Villiers, who, by con- 
tinuous service in the House of Commons 
from 1885 until his death in January last, 
had won the title of the Father of the 
House.” 

Endowed by nature with a splendid con- 
stitution and a powerful physique, Mr. Glad- 
stone was gifted with a mind of remarkable 
clearness and vigor, which his regular hab- 
its of life enabled him to retain almost un- 
impaired to the very last. The position 
‘which he assumed as a leader in the early 
years of his parliamentary career led the 
briliant Macaulay, even while criticising 
some of his opinions, to speak of him before 
he had reached his 30th year as “a young 
man of unblemished character and of dis- 
tinguished parliamentary talents, the rising 
hope of those stern and unbending Tories 
who follow reluctantly a leader whose ex- 
perience is indispensable to them, but whose 
cautious temper and moderate opinions they 
abhor.““ For a generation no man speaking 
as a mere private citizen has been assured 
of so large an audience or, as an official, 
wielded a more widely extended power. 
However much of his success in each of 
these was the result of his extraordinary 
intellectual abilities and hie skill as a leader, 
no less was also due to his lofty aims and 
unselfish ambitions and the purity of his 
private and public life.

terms nearly thirteen years—a longer period 
than any other man in English history 
served except the younger Pitt. 

Allusion has already been made to Mr. 
Gladstone’s changes of position on ques- 
tions of public policy. While these might 
ordinarily imply fickleness or inconsistency 
of character, in his case they indicate a 
progressiveness in accordance with the 
spirit of the times in which he lived, and 


| above all a desire to be right and a 


courage which enabled him to change his 
opinions when he became convinced that he 
was in the wrong. Entering upon public 
life as a Tory, he became a member of the 
coalition ministry of the Earl of Aberdeen 
in 1862, and still later a Liberal of the

his later years was one of the severest 
critics in the British empire of the policy of 
the allied powers in tolerating the atrocities 
of the Armenian massacres and the aggres- 
sions of the Turks upon the little kingdom 
of Greece. | 

The author of the sentiment in 1861 that 
Jefferson Davis had established a nation 
in the Southern States of the American 
union, he lived long enough to see and con- 
fess his error, and it was under his ad- 
ministration that the United States secured 
indemnification for the losses to. American 
commerce through the confederate cruiser 
Alabama. Originally opposed to home rule 
for Ireland, he finally became its ablest and 
most earnest champion, and what Ireland 
has secured in that direction today, even 
through a Conservative administration, it 
Owes more directly to Mr. Gladstone than to 
all other men. Some of the most important 
measures of governmental reform adopted 
by his opponents within the last thirty years 
were initiated by him and finally accepted 
when public sentiment became so strong that 
it was suicidal for any party to oppose 
them. 

Mr. Gladstone’s numerous literary produo- 
tions appearing during a busy Parllamen- 
tary career bespeak the drift of his mind 
towards religious inquiry and even theo- 
logical controversy, as well as classical 
study. It is to his abilities as an orator 
and thinker on questions of national polity, 
however, that the world will look for an 
explanation of his influence and the basis 
of his fame. As a parliamentary debater 
it is confessed that he was without a rival 
in his time—even if he had an equal in 
English history—combining as he did in his 
magnificent personality many of the qual- 
ities which contributed to the highest suc- 
cess of a Pitt, a Burke, anda Fox. Gifted 
with a voice of remarkable sweetness and 
power, eloquence seemed to flow from his 
lips as if the gift of nature almost un- 
aided by art. The chief criticism of his 
style has been that his sentiments were 
sometimes overflowed by a superabundance 
of words, though in vehement rhetoric this 
sometimes gave him increased power and 
ended in the overthrow of his adversary. 
No better description of his pecullar powers 
as an orator is extant than that furnished 
by his devoted friend, admirer, and zealous 
parlla mentary colaborer in behalf of the 
cause of home rule for Ireland, Justin Mc- 
Carthy. Mr. McCarthy in his “ History of 
Our Own Times” says: 

Mr. Gladstone’s first oratorical quahfication 
was his exquisite voice. Such a voice would make 
commonplace seem interesting and lend some- 
thing of fascination to dullness itself. It was 
singularly pure, clear, resonant, and sweet. The 
orator never seemed to use the siightest effort or 
strain in filling any hail and reaching the ear of 
the farthest among the audience. ... Some- 
body once said that Gladstone was the only man 
in the house who could talk in italics. The say- 
ing was odd, but neverthless appropriate and 
expressive. Gladstone could, by the slightest 
modulation of his voice, give all the emphasis of 
itaics, of small print, of large print, or any other 
effect he might desire to his spoken words. 
Sometimes he involved his sentence in parenthesis 
within parenthesis until the ordinary iistener be- 
gan to think extrication an impossibility; but 
the orator never failed to unravel all the entangle- 
ments and bring the passage out to a clear and 
legitimate conclusion. There was never any halt 
or incoherency, nor did the joints of the sentence 
fail to fit together in the right wax. In- 
terruption only gave him a new stimulus and 
appéared to supply him with fresh resources of 
argument and illustration. His retort leaped to 
his ips. His eye caught sometimes even the mere 
gesture that indicated dissent or question; and 
pe some unlucky opponent who was only 
thinking of what might be said in opposition to 
the great orator found himself suddenly dragged 
into the conflict and overwhelmed with a torrent 
of remonstrance, argument, and scornful words, 
. « « He was always terribly in earnest. 
er the subject were great or small he threw his 
whole soul into it. 

Ot the speech in which Mr. Gladstone first 
showed his great power as a debater and 
took rank as @ leader in the House of Com- 
mons—the speech in which he met and van- 
quished Disraeli on the budget, resulting 
in the overthrow of the Derby ministry in 
1852—Mr. McCarthy says: 


That speech put him in the very foremost rank 
of English orators. Then, perhaps, he first showed 
to the full the one great quailty in which as a

FP. OCONNUR’S TRIBUTE 


TO GLADSTONE, 

Mr. T. P. O' connor, Irish member of Par- 
Hament, y prepared the following as 
his personal reminiscences of Mr. Gladstone 
and as an estimate of the great Briton's 


character: 

“Tt is nearly thirty years since I saw Mr. 
Giladstotte for the firet time. I had just 
come to London, with $20 in my pocket, and 
while going through ali the agony of looking 
for work had, like most Irishmen, felt that 
I must pay a visit to the House of Commons. 
This was in the year. 1870. Mr. Gladstone 
was then Prime Minister, and at the head of 
the most powerful administration he ever 


Those were the days before dynamite had 
entered into the political struggle, and it 
was much easier to get admission to the gal- 
leries of the House of Commons then than 
now. The view which one has from the 
strangers’ gallery is not good, but I was 
quite happy. 

“It will strike your readers as curious, 
but the first impression I got of Mr. Glad- 
stone Was somewhat disappointing. I was a 
2 Irish idéalist and something of an 

run ascetic at the time, and I had formed 
from the photographs of Mr. Gladstone an 
entirely different impression from that of 
the man as he stood in the flesh before me. 
I had imagined him a thin man, with a thin, 
ascetic face; in fact, I had expected to look 
on a medieval saint rather than on a man 


Of flesh and blood. Mr. Giladstone’s face 


was @ great deal fuller than I had expected, 
and the yoice, deep, sohorous, above all 
things virile; struck me as that rather of 
the man of flesh than of the man of fasté 
and vigils, which my untrained imagination 
had expected to see. And yet there was 
something that seems to me strangely alike 
in the impression I formed of Mr. Gladstone 
at that moment and the impression I got 
on the last occasion I heard him speak in 
the House of Commons. ; 

“For many years afterward I saw Mr. 
Gladstone constantly—at political meetings 
at which he used to speak, and afterward as, 
a member of the reporting staff in the press 
gallery of the House of Commons I had 
abundant opportunities of hearing and see- 
ing him. It was not, however, till I entered 
the House of Commons, in the year 1880, 
that I had an opportunity of seeing him at 
quite close quarters; and even after that it 
was one year before I ever had an opportun- 
ity of personal acquaintance. In those far off 
days there was, as everybody remember, a 
fierce and bitter struggle between the Glad- 
stone ministry and the Irish party, led by 
Parnell, and the two sides used to glare at 
each other from their benches in a way that 
it is almost tragic now to recall. Mr. Giad- 
stone, of course, was the chief object of cur 
attack—next to Buckshot Forster; and we 
did not spare him. Nor did Mr. Gladstone 
Spare himself when severe measures had to 
be taken against us. The forty-one hours’ 
sitting in the session of 1861, during which 
we kept the House of Commons at bay and 
which wound up with a coup d’état that nas 
profundly changed the whole rules and sys- 
tem of the House of Commons, was one of 
the occasions when I remember ‘seeing an 
extraordinary proof of Mr. Gladstone’s reso- 
lution. 

In- the bleak early morning, after a long 
night of work, and sleeplessness, and 
anxiety, I was crossing Palace Yard with a 
colleague to go to the Westminster Palace 
Hotel to rouse Parnell, who was asleep there 
for the night, for we knew the end was near 
and that some striking action was going to 
be taken against us which required the 

resence of our chief. As I crossed the yard 

saw the figure of Gladstone approaching 
the private entrance to the House, which is 
always taken by Ministers, and I was im- 
mensely struck with the sight of this 
septuagenarian with his throat and mouth 
covered with a big comforter 80 as to pre- 
vent the danger of cold from the keen morn- 
ing air. He walked along all alone, rapid, 
erect, with a look of grim determination on 
his facé. 

„1 knew that the {frishmen were doing 
nothing but their bare duty, but I could not 
help feeling some wish that the duty did-not 
involve such flerce antagonism between us 
and that stately and resolute old man, who 
was giving so strong a proof of his energy 
and vitality, and whose intentions to Ire- 
land, we always knew, were as good as his 
lights and his circumstances permitted. 

“ As the years passed the ferocity between 
the Gladstone government and the Irish 
members continued, and it was the Irish- 
men voting with the Tories who put Mr. 
Gladstone out of office in 1885. I well re- 
member that famous night—it was the night

We had been 
fighting his government for five long years, 
and the fight had been one of the flercest in 
parliamentary history. Member after mem- 
ber of our party had been imprisoned; Far- 
nell had spent six months in jail; there had 
been an outburst of violence, followed by 
a crop of executions, and, in short, we had 
made up our minds that the long-sought 
and prayed-for hour of vengeance had struck 
at last, and that we had the fate of the Glad- 
stone government in our hands. When the 
news began to circulate that the govern- 
ment had been beaten—news that always 
circulates before the actual figures are 
given—a thrill of delight ran through the 
Irish benches—men began already to cheer— 
and when at last it was known that Glad- 
stone was beaten there rose on the air the 
wildest shout of —— by have ever heard 
se of Commons.

Gladstone requested me to speak at the 
meeting at which he was to make his ap. 

As 
I was so busy at the time as the editor ot 
an evening newspaper, as a member of the 
House of Commons, and as a platform 
speaker, I was unable to start for the meer. 
ing until the morning of the day on which 
it was to take place, and I had a good four- 
teen hours’ journey. from London—if not 
more—before I got to Hawarden Castle, 1 
was there some little time before I saw any 
member of the family, but I remember well 
the old coachman who took me to the castle. 

With his wistful face he spoke af Mr. 
Gladstone as though he belonged to him, 
It was one of the proofs of the nobility and 
winningness of Mr. Gladstone’s character 
that he was always able to inspire almost 
passionate attachment toward him in those 
who were brought nearest to him. 

After a time I saw Mr. Gladstone, and 
then he invited me to take a walk over the 
extensive grounds of Hawarden Castle. He 
was then well on toward 80 years of age, 
but I pity the man who thought it was al- 
together an easy task to keep up with him. 

Now and then he would pause to point 
me out some ruin or point in the land- 


| Scape, or to wipe his brow. It was one of 
the many signs of his great vitality that 
-his skin always worked easily; for that rea- 


son he loved warm weather. Well, we 
talked of all kinds of subjects. 
other things, we discussed Mr. Gladstone's 
great rival, Disraeli, and, though I knew he 
did not like his opponent, he was able to 
speak of him with great dispassionatenens,

The statement was not without effect, too, 
for in all his speeches at Birmingham he 

ever mentioned the name of Mr. Chamber- 

ain, though he made an indirect and deadly 
allusion to him which told immensely. 

“In the evening Mr. Herbert Gladstone 
and his mother and myself went to the meet- 
ing in Chester. It was in some respects the 
most interesting part of a day eventful in 
my life, for I was able in this journey to get 
a real glimpse into the relations between the 
wife and the illustrious husband; and their 
relations are part not only of their own his- 
tory, but of the history of their country. 
Her affection for her husband was 80 all- 
pervasive, so innocent, that it came out in 
every word. 

I have heard that your father had a 
goed singing voice in his youth,’ I said to the 
son. He answered with the lukewarmness 
characteristic of the young when talking 
of their parents, or perhaps, to be more ac- 
curate and fair, with the deprecatory tone 
which modesty compels one to sometimes 
adopt when speaking of a near relative. 
At once Mrs. Gladstone burst in with: O, 
he had a beautiful voice, Herbert! and 
then she told how coming back to London 
after her meeting and her betrothal to Mr. 
Gladstone in Rome, she heard somebody 
singing in a drawing-room, and before she 
knew who it was, exclaimed: ‘ What 3 
beautiful voice!’ The owner of the beautiful 
voice was her future husband, whose ac- 
complishments as a singer were up to that 
time unknown to her. 

Ot course, I had a good many opportuni- 
vies of seeing Mr. Gladstone during his last 
Parliament. Then as for many years pre- 
viously I had to write a weekly and often 
a nightly chronicle of the proceedings of the 
House of Commons. In those chronicies . 
Mr. Gladstone always figured largely, In- 
deed, if one only watched him it was not 
necessary to pay attention to anything

“It was part of his extraordinarily rich 
endowment from nature that he was as re- 
markable physically as he was intellectual- 
ly. I always thought him the handsomest 
man in the House of Commons, The mag- 
nificent. head nearly twice the size of an or- 
dinary man’s; the beautiful white hair; the 
large, finely chiseled features; the piercing 
and flashing dark eyes, made the more re- 
markable in their coallike blackness 7 
the deadly but beautiful pallor of the won- 
derful complexion and the fine skin; the 
broad shoulders, the erect walk, the atmos- 
phere of abounding vitality—ell these things 
made up the most remarkable combination 
of physical strength and beauty I have ever 
seen in a human being. 

“And then his activity was so incessant

any figure. He answered ali the questions 
which could be put; he listened to almost 
every word of debate; he was nearly al- 
ways on the watch; he was the center core 
and pivot of the whole assembly. |

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LEPTER. 


[Copyright, 1898, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. ! 

Queen Victoria’s second son, the Duke of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha and Edinburg, is at the 
present moment the object of a good deal of 
uncomplimentary gossip in London in con-: 
nection with his dealings with Mr. Marks, 
who, after being a reporter on a New York 
paper, migrated to London, became the edi- 
tor of a financial newspaper in the city, and 
is now somewhat conspicuous as what is 
known in London as a “ professional com- 
pany promoter.“ 

The other day Parliament was asked to 
pass a bill authorizing the construction of a 
line of railroad known as the “ East and 
West Wales railroad.’””’ The Parliamentary 
committee intrusted with the duties of ex- 
amining it insisted that before recommend- 
ing the adoption of the bill by the House 
the promoters thereof should furnish evi- 
dence that it was a bona fide financial trans- 
action and that the capital of the railroad, 
amounting to several millions of dollars, 
should be guaranteed to their satisfaction. 

Mr. Marks, who was one of the promoters, 
volunteered the evidence that Sir William 
Ingram, the proprietor of the Illustrated 
London News, had guaranteed $100,000, and 
that another person had guaranteed $50,000 
more. He added that a third person, whom 
he declined to name, had guaranteed the 
remainder of the capital, or the whole of it 
if necessary. 


The Parliamentary committee, however, 
declared that unless it should be made ac- 
quainted with the name of this mysterious 
wealthy capitalist and should be satisfied 
as to his powers to guarantee the amount 
it would throw out the bill. 

Mr. Marks thereupon, with considerable 
reluctance and after endeavoring in vain to 
get the committee to treat his communica- 
tion as confidential, informed it that the 
capitalist in question was no less a per- 
sonage than Queen Victoria’s second son, 
Duke Alfred of Saxe-Coburg. 

In support of this assertion, which the com- 
mittee showed itself loath to believe, Mr. 
Marks produced a power of attorney of the 
most extraordinary character, signed by the 
Duke, and which empowered Mr. Marks with 


authority to deal with the whole of the real 


and personal property and effects of his 
Royal Highness in the United Kingdom. 

The committee, in spite of the proverbial 
loyalty to the crown on the part of its mem- 
bers, among whom are comprised such men 
as Sir Thomas Carmichael and Sir Mark 
Stewart, took the view that it could not 
see the bottom of the queer transactions be- 
tween the Duke and a professional promoter 
such as Mr. Marks,” and that the Duke, as 
a pensioner of the British Treasury to the 
extent of some $50,000 a year (although a 
foreign Prince), was hardly sufficient secu- 
rity for the finance of the railroad. 

The railroad bill was therefore thrown out 


ignominiously, and now everybody is asking. 


in London how it is that the Duke and Mr. 
Marks came into such close relations with 
one another, or how so cautious a man as 
the Duke is in money matters could possibly 
have given such wide and sweeping powers 


td the financier. 


This is not the first time, by any means, 
that the financial transactions on the part 
of this particular member of the reigning 
family of Great Britain have excited unenvi- 
able comment in England. Indeed, stories 
have been current about him ever since 
when, as a young officer in the navy, he was 
wont to sell the letters from his mother, 
the Queen, to autograph hunters, and after- 


wards enraged the Australians by selling in 


Queensland valuable presents which he had 
received from loyal colonists in New South 
Wales. 

So keen is he in money matters that when- 
ever he had any pictures that needed framing 
he would lend them for a few months to some 
public or philanthropic institution or other 
on the condition that they would return 
them to him framed. 

Moreover, when he was urged on succeed- 
ing to the Dukedom of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha to surrender his allowance from the 
British treasury as an. English Prince, he 
haggled to such an extent about the matter 
that an undignified compromis2 was finally 
effected, by the terms of which he was forced 
to give up $75,000 per annum, but was per- 
mitted, grudging!y, to retain $60,000 a year, 
the voting of which gives annually rise to a 
debate in the House of Commons that can- 


not but be most disagreeable to the royal 


family. 7 


Queen Victoria has recently been driving 
about in a common hack carriage of the 
most shaky description and of disreputable 
appearance. Improbable as this story may 
appear to those who have been accustomed 
to see the Queen’s rather statcly equipage, 
attended by equerries and preceded by out- 
riders, everything being most perfectly ap- 
pointed, it is nevertheless true. 

It seems that when the Queen was on her 
way home the other day from Nice to Wind- 
sor she was delayed twenty-four hours at 
Cherbourg by the stormy weather in the 
channel. Accordingly, she decided to take 
advantage of her enforced stay to drive 
through the city, and in the environs, her 
interest in which was rendered doubly great 
by the fact that Cherbourg was the first 
place where she had landed and been enter- 


talned in France by King Louis Philippe 


more than fifty years ago. 

No doubt private carriages would giadly 
have been lent. But when the question waa 
put to her Majesty she declared that she 
would prefer the ordinary hired vehicles, 
and therefore drove in a conveyance that 
was of the nighthawk description, and which 
appears to have given a terrible shock to

I may add that this delay at Cherbourg 
had the effect of causing her to travel again 
ali day Sunday, just as she was obliged to 
do a few weeks previously on her way out 
to Nice.

LEGAL TEST OF LOCAL OPTION. 


Ed Smith’s Demand for a Liquor Li- 
cense May Be Carried Into 


The legality of the existence of Hyde Park 
prohibition districts will probably be passed 
upon by a court in an agreed case. Attor- 
ney James J. Kelly, representing Ed Smith, 
proprietor of a roadhouse at Fifty-first 
street and Grand boulevard, presented 
copies of the Hyde Park ordinances of 1889 
to Corporation Counsel Thornton yesterday, 
showing that the local option ordinance 
passed on April 4, 1887, was repealed by the 
Hyde Park Town board on May 8, 1889. 

His object in making this showing was to 
secure a renewal of Smith’s liquor license, 
the issuance of which is opposed by the 
Hyde Park Protective association and the 
officers of the Home for the Friendless. In 
answer to Mr. Kelly’s contention the at- 
torneys for the Hyde Park Protective as- 
eociation declared that the repeal ordinance 
was not intended to abolish the rule requir- 
ing saloonkeepers to secure the consent of 
abutting property-owners. They argued 
that the repeal ordinance rescinded only a 
portion of the local option law. Therefore, 
Smith, they said, should be required to se- 
“see the signature of a majority of his neigh- 

rs before the license is granted. In order 
to test the matter it is probable the Maycr 
will refuse a license, and Smith's attorney 
will begin mandamus proceedings. The rep- 
resentatives of the Protective association 
asked for more time to consider the matter, 
and they were given until tomorrow after- 
noon.

Accident Interrupts the Trial of Mra 
Georgia Gladys Cooley Before 
Justice Martin. 


Just as Attorney William P. Black arose 
to make his opening argument in Justice 
Martin’s court yesterday in defense of Mrs. 
Georgia Gladys Cooley, who had been on 
trial several days on the charge of attempt- 
ing to steal a piece of hat trimming in A. M. 
Rothschild & Co.'s store, nearly 100 square 
feet of plaster fell from the ceiling upon the 
court, attorneys, and principals in the case. 

The accident caused considerable excite- 
ment, but nobody was seriously hurt. Jus- 
tice Martin, Attorney W. S. Forrest, and 
Captain Black were slightly scratched, and 
Mrs. Cooley sustained an abrasion of the 
forehead.

‘ghelling of the forts at San Juan by a 
Portion of Rear Admiral Sampson’s fleet on 


May 12. He adds that two guns were dis- 
mounted at Morro Castle, which otherwise 
‘was little damaged, and that the other forts 


were not much hurt. In the town one shot, 


it is alleged, penetrated the palace, and the 
corner of a powder house was carried away. 
No school children were killed. 

But, the refugees say, the city of Ban 
Juan is still terrorized, its inhabitants being 
in hourly fear of the reappearance of the 
American fleet and a repetition of the

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carried out. The fleet steamed majestically 
Anto the harbor, and in due course of time 
opened a tremendous fire upon the forti- 
fications. 

Three times the warships made the cir- 
cult outlined in the official plan. The forts 
withstood the first round, but the Mont- 
gZomery from its station near Canuelo Fort 
wrought complete destruction. With glasses 
the officers of the Montgomery could see 
the occupants of the fort jumping over the 
walls and running away. The Detroit, 
which went nearest to Morro, had to train its 
guns at a high angle. Its shots, directed at 
the north side of the Morro, cut deep fur- 
rows in the face of the fortifications. 

The Iowa, leading the fleet, delivered its 
deadly missiles with great accuracy upon 
. Morro’s northern walls. The rest of the fleet 
fired in order, first on Morro and then on 
San Carlos, according to position. 

On the second round the Spanish gunners 
were thoroughly awakened, and stood by 
their guns brevely, keeping up @ furious 
but aimless fire. From their firm founda- 
tion and high elevation they had a splendid 
opportunity to cripple our fleet, but the 
Spanish gunners seemed to fire regardless of 
aim and as if only desirous of emptying their 
magazines. 

Terror Plays a Lone Hand. 

At the end of the third round the monitor 
Terror failed to understand the order to 
withdraw and engaged Morro Castle alone 
for half an hour. 

The Terror moved in asif intending to ram 
the forts and the Spanish gunners evidently 


‘became much excited at its behavior, for 


they fired rapidly and evidently without 
taking any aim, for the Terror was not 
touched. 

Every shot fired by the Spaniards could 
be seen. The flash and smoke of the batter- 
les were followed by great splashing hun- 

eds of feet from the Terror. The shells 

f the Spaniards on exploding would fling 
columns of water sixty feet high. 

The heavy swell somewhat affected the 
aim of the gunners of the Terror, for some 
of its shells struck the sea in front of the 
forts. Finally the Terror seemingly grew 
tired and slowly withdrew, firing as it 
steamed away. Then the Spaniards became 
almost frantic with excitement and blazed 
away at the monitor until it was long out 
of range. 

| Counting the Casualties. 

After the battle the dispatch boat went 
among the fleet to inspect the damage done.
